ThU U all 
Tery vulgar, and not here to be dis¬ 
cussed. Certain It is that the king of 
the lobby never so fully realised until 
that day that his business Uy not with 
banknotes In the analysis, but with 
subtle undercurrents of a human soul 
that no plummet fathoms. 

He had spent—uever mind, the fig¬ 
ures were nowhere set down—but be 
had spent money actually and bad 
sweat blood figuratively to pass the 
canal bill. The canal bill was to come 
to u jfinul vote wlthlu fifteen minutes, 
and If a coin had been tossed up he 
would hare laid even money on beads 
or tails. .Vs he looked out over the big 
finll swinging a pinee ne* idly, not a 
muscle of his strong face twitched.
